New Quakes Felt

Only 21 Deaths Have Been 
Reported In Series Of 
Quakes That Begin 
Sunday 
MANILA. Jan. 27—»INS)—Three 
new quakes rocked the Panay is­ 
land port of Iloilo in the central 
Philippines today while hundreds 
of persons were reported fleeing 
from the stricken city. 
Iloilo and the surrounding area 
have been shaken by three suc­ 
cessive days, 
during which 52 
shocks were felt. 
Today’s temblors, described as 
"after-shocks’*, came within a four- 
hour period. Each was of intensity 
No. 3 and lasted seven to 15 sec­ 
onds. 
Two shocks hit the Iloilo area 
last night. 
Hope To Check Panie 
In an effort to allay panic and 
check the stampede from the city, 
the Philippine weather bureau in­ 
formed the Iloilo authorities that 
the after-shocks were likely to di­ 
minish in frequency and intensity. 
Forty-nine shocks were felt at 
the coastal city Sunday and Mon­ 
day, according to a Red Cross mes­ 
sage to Manila. 
At least 21 persons were killed 
and scores injured Sunday in the 
quakes 
that 
rocked 
five

Philippine islands. 
Nineteen of 
these deaths occured on Panay 
alone.

tries today to open a new two-front 
attack on inflation by saving grain 
and adopting more “orderly" mar­ 
keting practices. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ander­ 
son summoned meat packers, poul- 
trymen, bakers, millers and feed 
manufacturers to a two-day session 
designed to lay the groundwork 
for voluntary industry agreements. 
An agriculture official s a i d 
the government's recommendations 
will be of two types, depending 
upon the industry involved. He ex­ 
plained: 
“In some cases we will recom­ 
mend the saving of a definite and 
visible quantity of grain; in others 
we will suggest methods of help, 
establish orderly procedures dur­ 
ing the remainder of the year." 
The official ruled out the pos­ 
sibility that the meat-packers will 
be asked to set up a voluntary ra­ 
tioning program, although meat 
prices are expected to advance as 
the 
supply dwindles later 
this 
year. 
He said the packers are "too far 
removed” from the consumer to 
make such a plan feasible.

—Uncle Sam's scientific nephews 
report progress today at giving the 
weather a "new look” which may 
mean many millions of dollars to 
farmers and others affected by the 
whims of mother nature. 
The U. S Weather Bureau, the 
air force, the national advisory 
committee for aeronautics, and the 
navy are collaborating in artificial 
•now and rain production. 
Exhaustive Testa 
Dr. Harry Wexler, chief of the 
weather bureau's division of spe­ 
cial scientific services, disclosed 
that exhaustive tests are being car 
ried on with "supercooled clouds" 
at Wilmington. Ohio. 
Meanwhile. Rep. Simpson (R> 111., 
is pressing for early passage of a 
weather-control measure w h i c h 
would authorise $500,000 for work 
deslfned to gear the nation s wea­ 
ther to the era of atomic achieve­ 
ment. Says Simpson: 
"Can Do Something” 
"If scientists can split the atom, 
thoy can do something about the 
woather. 
I am confident that we 
can prevent recurrence of the ‘dust 
bowl* tragedy and perhaps can de­ 
feat such onslaughts of nature as 
hurricanes and the recent blizzards 
— such as the New York storm 
which cost that city six million dol­ 
lars in property damage and clean­ 
up expense alone".

Only recently it was reported in 
“The United Nations World” that 
Russia is piling up a vast hoard of 
gold, with the apparent purpose in 
mind of eventually stabilizing the 
ruble on a gold standard basis, in 
order to acquire international su­ 
premacy over the pound and the 
dollar. In addition to our continu­ 
ing purchases of gold, under an art 
of the last Congress we are pur­ 
chasing large quantities of silver 
at prices far in excess of commer­ 
cial prices. 
Tinkering with a nation’s monev 
supply is always a delicate and 
dangerous business. Rut it also is 
hazardous to place ir the hands of 
one man the power over money 
that was handed to the late Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
The intent of the 
Federal Reserve Act, as set forth 
by its sponsors, was to create an 
“elastic” 
currency — one 
which 
could be expanded according to the 
sound requirement^ of the country. 
The elasticity for several vears 
past has been all in one direction— 
stretching. 
While 
Congress 
is 
struggling 
with the present problem of in­ 
flation. it should at least take back 
its constitutional powers, whether 
intending to use them immediately 
or not.

PRUNED EARLl 
Pruning grape vines is a winter 
time job, the only percaution being 
to do the work when the vines are 
not frozen to avoid breaking the 
canes. 
If the work Is delayed 
until March or latef, the vines will 
“bleed" when cut. 
Bleeding does 
not seriously injure them, but it 
is best to complete the pruning job 
before it occurs. 
Only the 
buds on the 
1947 
growth will produce the 1948 grape 
crop, but not all of these are of 
equal value for fruit production 
Short spindly canes and the heavy 
long, 
over-vigorous, 
long-jointed 
“bull** canes ar seldom productive. 
Best canes are those 5 to 8 feet 
long, as thifk as a lead pencil, 
and 
fairly short-jointed. 
Even 
on these, some buds are more pro­ 
ductive than others. 
The first 
2 or 3 at the base of the cane 
and those near the tip produce 
fewer and smaller clusters than 
those in the center. 
Tip of the 
canes may be clipped, leaving 8 to 
1 2 buds. 
All unnecessary old wood should 
be discarded, also unthrifty, or 
over-developed canes of last year’s 
growth. 
Save just enough of the 
good bearing canes (with tips re­ 
moved) to carry what the vine is 
capable of m aturing properly. 
It is good practice also to save 
several well-placed spurs (canes 
cut back to two buds) to produce 
canes which will be properly lo­ 
cated and suitable for saving as 
fruiting wood when the vine is 
pruned next year. 
A larger volume of buds should 
be saved on vigorous than one 
weak canes. 
Where vines are 8 
to 10 feet apart in the row and 
trained on a 2 -wire trellis about 
♦0 to 60 buds may be left on 4 or 
5 canes and several spurs. 
More 
buds may be left on larger vines 
trained on higher trellises. 
Canes should be trained to cover 
the trellis as evenly as possible, 
providing maximum exposure of 
foliage to air and sunlight.

5—Promote extension of rent 
controls. 
Stassen concluded; 
“ If these major measures are 
coupled with economy In civilian 
activity of government with only 
a small cut In tan s and a substan­ 
tial payment of war debts, the 
mounting productivity of the coun­ 
try and natural buying resistance 
will bring us through this critical 
period successfully without the 
tragic mistake of adopting overall 
centralised controls to the eco­ 
nomy.”
